In some places citrus fruits are 
grown very successfully. When 
leaving Watsonville one has the 


feeling of well being, the hills are 


again approached and at the sum- 
mit a last glance of the green 
garden is viewed with appreciation 
of its wealth and beauty.

While on a. vi at 
his home, the idea of a mission- 
ary expedition to Ireland occurred 
to him. 


He -went to Auxerre and was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Ama- 
tor, He remained there about four- 
teen years. 

About. this time. Palagianism 
had taken root in the Irish ceo 


tian communities and Patrick was 
consecrated and sent to battle the 
heresy. During his stay in Ire- 
land, St. Patrick established many 
missions and spread the faith re-| 


‘ligiously. 

He died in 461 and was interred 
probably at Saul where he had 
gone some years before after re- 
signing his position as bishop of 


Armagh to his disciple, Benignus. 
St. Patrick is rightfully known 
as the patron saint of Ireland, for 


he did much to spread the faith 
in Ireland and bring the island 
into closer touch with. the then 
powerful Latin influence of Rome.

PROGRAM GIVEN 


Last Tuesday, before a large 
crowd of Junior College students 
and faculty, Mr. Elliot James with 
his wizardy of liquid air kept his 
interested audience on edge. 

The assembly room became a 
chemical laboratory. as Mr. James, 
with a table-full of apparatus, put 
liquid air through its paces. What 
did he do? Just simply this: He 
froze murcury into a hammer and 
drove nails with it. Mercury 
freezes at 40 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit but. liquid air is more 
than 300 degrees below. He froze 
a rubber ball which broke into 
many pieces when he threw it 
upon the floor. He used the liquid 
air to operate an engine, fire a 
cannon, solidified kerosene to 
make a kerosene lamp. He froze 
a lead ball which gave out a reso- 
nant sound and also did many oth- 
er amazing things. 

Not only were-his experiments! 
scientific and spectacular, but his 
lecture was exceedingly interesting 
and educational,
